The Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. Window 40 of Helfman discloses multiple mailboxes wherein containing 
information of unread messages that are in these mailboxes. This window provides information of messages that are not read 
and wherein the messages being listed as being unread, allows it to have a notification status. Helfman discloses that the 
window lists the number of unread messages out of the total messages, wherein this disclosure of the number of unread 
messages "1/192" gives that one unread message its notification status. The user is notified that this message is unread and 
therefore the notification has not been cleared. The window clearly also displays a list of messages that are unread and for 
which notification has not been cleared, wherein the "1" represents the message that is not cleared and 192 may be messages 
that have been cleared but is clearly associated with this message has shown in the window. All messages displaygtf in the 
window, specifically pertaining to those in the same mailboxes do have an association with each other.
